Pica Protocol Signed || 
by Mexican Mediators

the text of the protocol sigued 
by the Mexican mediators to- 
night: 

Article 1—The en govers- 
ment referred te in the protocol No. 3 
shall be constituted by agreement of 
the delegates representing the parties 
between which the internal argument 
in Mexico is taking place. | 
Article 2, Section A—Upon the on- 
stitation of the provisional govers- 
ment in the City of Mexico the gov- 
ernment of the United States of 
America will reeognise it immediate- 
ly and thereupon diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries will 
be restored. 

Article 2, Section B—The govern- 
ment of the United States of America 
will not in any form whatsoever 
claim a war indemnity or other inter- 
national satisfaction. 

Article 2, Section C—ThE proviston- 
al government will proéiaim an abso- 
lute amnesty to all foreigners for any 
and all political offenses committed 
during the period of civil war in 
Mexico. 

Article 2, Section D—The provision- 
al government will negotiate for the 
constitution of internal commissions 
for the settlement of the claims of 
foreigners on account of damages 
sustained during the peried of civil 
war as a consequence of military acts 
or the acts of national authorities. 
Article The three mediating 
governments agree on their part to 
recognize the provisional government 
organized as provided by Section 1 of 
this protocol. 
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LIGHTNING FIRES 
LOGP BUILDINGS 


Several Shocked in Spectacu- 
lar Electrical Storm Sweep-

A score of buildings, several of them in the 
loop, were set on fire by lightning in 4 severe 
storm which swept across the city shortly 
after 10 o' clock last night. 

A large section of the city was thrown into 
darkness when the feed wiresof the sanitary 
district were affected and 35,000 lights ex- 
tinguished. 

One man in South Chicago was killed. A 
number of versons received shocks. 


Hunt Cars in Dark. 

Several thousand persons were in Forest 
Park when the lights went out. Most of 
them had sought shelter in the grill room. 
There is no gas in the park, and the man- 
agement was able to find only six candles. 
The throngs stood huddled together in the 
darkness for more than an hour until the 
downpour let up, then they groped their way 
to the cars. 

Six men were reported injured by a live 
wire which fell down in the street near Riv- 
erview park) but the police were unable to 
obtain their names. The fire department 
was called and stood guard until the wire 
was repaired. 


Falling Weight Kills. 


Ray Leyerll, 22 years old, of Anna, III., 
was killed at the plant of the By-Products 
Coke company at One Hundred and Tweifth 
street and Torretice avenue whth a 6800 
pound weight from a coal chute was blown 
Leyerll was an electrician 
and had gone out to the chute when lightning 
extinguished the lights. 

A 4-11 alarm was turned in when lightning 
set fire to the Goldenberg furniture store at 
Archer avenue and South State street The 
flames had gained considerable headway 
when the engines arrived. 

The fire started on the third floor of the 
five story Dullding and swept through tne 
entire floor, causing a loss of $10,000. Tire- 


men kept tt from spreading to the fourth 
floor. A quantity of furniture and draperies 


on the lower floors was damaged by water.

Forced to Take Action. 

The colonel declared the United States

Col. Roosevelt said that until the present 
treaty negotiations were entered into he did 
not believe it posible “ that an American ad- 
ministration would thus betray the honor 
and interest of the American people by sub- 
mitting to blackmail.’’ The colonel had made 
it plain, he said, that the Colombian govern- 
ment was in error when it indulged in such 
a supposition about my administration.” 
Im mentioning the proposal of the Colom- 
bian government to confiscate the property 
of the French government in Panama, for 
which the United States had offered to pay 
$40,000,000, the colonel said it was simply a 
scheme on the part of Colombia to “‘ get 


$40,000,000 from us.“ 


Might Pay Whole $40,000.00. 
“ Incidentally,” Col. Roosevelt continued 
in his statement, I would call the attention 
of President Wilson and Secretary Bryan to 
the fact that this $40,000,000 repreeents the 
exact sum which Colombia lost when the 
United States government of that day re- 
fused to submit to blackmail. ) 
They now only propose te pay $25, 000, 000 
blackmail. They had better make the job 
thorough while they are about it and give the 
whole forty millions. Otherwise they will 
still leave an opening for action by some 
future administration of similar mushy amia- 
bility towards foreign powers that have 
sought to wrong us. 
There is no earthiy: reason why we should 
not throw in the extra $15,000,000 if we pro- 
pose to pay the twenty-five. Colombia has 
exactly as much right to one sum as the 
other. 


Attack on Mexican Policy. 
As president I declined to allow Uncle 
Sam to be blackmailed. President Wilson 
now desires the blackmail to be paid. His 
attitude can be illustrated by a hypothetical 


case. The present administration has, with 
regard to Mexico, pursued a course wavering 


between peace and war, exquisitely designed 
to combine the disadvantages of both and 
feebly tending first toward one and then to- 
ward th® other. 

“ Usually it has permitted the free ingress 


tof arms into Mexleo, both from this coun- 


try and from others. Occasidnally, however, 


it has undergone spasms of understanding 
that these arms might ultimately be used 
against our own troops. 


“It has then prohibited the landing of

munitions of war and shortly afterward 
permitted the same arms and munitions to 
be landed. 

“If some future administration of simflar 
views on interna tional relations should offer 
Mexico $25,000,

exactly as President Wilson's eee 
is behaving about Colombia. - 


Action Never in Doubt. 

“ The conduct of the United States govern- 
ment throughout the ent' re proceedings 
which resulted in the acquisition of the canal 
was absolutely open and straightforward, 
absolutely in accordance with the principles 
of the highest international morality. Only 
by acting precisely as we did act could we 
have secured the right to build the Panama 
canal. 

It is hypocrisy to claim credit for the 
canal and at the same time to attempt to dis- 
credit, the course which alone made the canal 
possible. It will be a grave wrong to the re- 
public, a reflection upon the honor of this 
nation in the past, and a menace to its inter- 
ests in the future, if this treaty for the be- 
lated payment of blackmail ts ratified at 
Washington.” 


Apology by Dr. Rice. 

Col. Roosevelt gave out a letter from Dr. 
Hamilton Rice, the explorer, in which he said 
he was mistaken when he questioned the 
discovery of the River of Doubt.

Associated Clubs of World Decide 
to Hold 1915 Meeting Here. 


VOTE IS MADE UNANIMOUS. 


Vigilance Committee Tells of Work 
Done in Various States. 


Toronto, Ont., June 24.—[Special.]—Chica- 
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tro will be the scene of the 1915 convention of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World. This victory for Chicago will bring 
to that city one of the greatest business 
gatherings ever assembled.

Chicagoans Take Big Part.

MOVE WOULD NOT SURPRISE. 


Aged Ruler Has Been Ailing for Some 
Time; Led Adventurous Life. 


BELGRADE. June 24._King Peter I. of 
Servia was reported today to have abdicated 
the throne. in. favor of his second son, Prince 
Alexander, .- 

The king heft Belgrade in the afternoon for 
the baths at Vranya, in the southern part of 
Servia, and a note issued by the official 
agency in anmouncing the king’s departure 
did not say he had abdicated, but confined 
itself to the statement that his majesty had 
signed a ukase intrusting the government of 
Servia during his absence from the capital 
‘to Crown Prince Alexander. 


Confides Government to Son, 

A royal proclamation issued shortly after- 
wards follows: 

“ Owing to ill health I am unable to per 
form my duties, and in accordance with para- 
graph 69 of the Servian constitution I con- 
fide the government of Servia to my heir, the 
Crown Prince Alexander, during my illness.” 

There would be little surprise in court cir- 
cles in Belgrade if today’s action by the king 
should turn out to be merely a preliminary 
step to abdication, which King Peter is said 
to have ang epee. for some time. 


CAREER or KING PETER I. 
King Peter I., who is 70 years old, ascended 
the Servian throne June 15, 1903, after the 
murder of King Alexander. 
At 12:30 on the night of June 10 about forty 
Servian army officers entered the royal pel- 
ace, burst open the apartments of King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga, and shot their maj- 
esties dead, On the same.occasion several 
Servian ministers were assassinated, and 
altogether during the night fifty-four people 
were killed or woumded. 
The present king was in Geneva at the time, 
and he afterwards denied all knowledge of 
the conspiracy. His majesty, however, never 
caused the punishment of the conspiraters,

Restlessness among girls was deplored by 
women of the Travelers’ Aid society, at a meet- 
ing held in the Young Women's Boarding home, 
at 830 Michigan avenue, last night. Because 
of it seven officers of the Traveler’ Aid will 
go without vacations this summer. 

“There ig more discontent among the girls 
than ever before,” said Mrs. Wilhelmina Barr, 
supérintendent. “They are leaving the farms 
and the small towns so fast that our work is 
too heavy to permit our having vacations. We 
have always had Saturday afternoons off dur- 
ing the three summer months, but the work 
requires that we be on duty every full day in 
the week, holding ourselves ready for calls on 
Sundays, this year. This, despite the help of 
the policewomen. The record of 5,000 girls com- 
ing to the city in a year is broken. This num- 
ber is greatly increased, despite our efforts to 
keep the girls away from the city.” 

Since the girls will come, however, Mrs. Barr 
said that they had decided to increase the 
facilities for caring for them. 

A new Travelers’ Aid society hag been re- 
cently organized to extend the work among 
girls. This society will be more independent 
in its work than the department under the Y. 
W. C. A., it was said. It expects to put a 
Travelers’ Aid officer in each large department 
store waiting room, on the docks, and in board- 
ing houses, and assist young men, women, and 
every one needing to be piloted about in a 
strange city.
